ZONING DOCUMENT 
IN ANOTHER ‘STEP 


Second Public Hearing on 
Proposed Measure Held 
in Legal Procedure 


Another civic issue will be soon 
before the Upland city council in 
the form of a proposed zoning or- 
dinance. 

With study on the proposai 
started nearly two years ago, the 
city’s proposed measure defining 
various zones, passed its first 
major legal requirement in the pub- 
lic hearing in the Upland junior 
high school Friday night. The 
hearing was held by the Uplan:t 
city planning commission and the 
measure is now scheduled to be 
passed by the commission on te 
he city council. 

The city council will then hold 
another public hearing. 

As the measure now stands, it 
permits business on Foothill boule- 
vard, from 165 feet east of Huclid 
to the eastern city limits, besides 
the present downtown business 
area. Commercial poultry flocks 
will be permitted on West and 
Pine streets and on the eastern end 
of East Ninth street. Industrial 
zones, adjacent to the Santa Fe 


| right-of-way and other appropriate |

places in the city. Three resi- 
dential zones are providea, the 
more exclusive restrictions apply- 
ing to Euclid avenue with other 
areas having single family dweli- 
ings and other areas apartment 
houses.
